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Warren Zevon just made the most 
graceful exit in the history of rock and roll 
Having been diagnosed with terminal lung 
cancer more than a year ago, Zevon, 56, 
succumbed during a nap at his Los Angeles 
home Sunday afternoon. Since his 
diagnosis Zevon made one of his best 
albums, played a memorable David 
Letterman show, reportedly mended fences 
with friends and family, and lived a good six 
months longer than predicted — in short, he 
came as close to getting the last laugh as 
anyone in his position possibly could. And 
yes, he even fulfilled the one wish he made 
at the time of his diagnosis by getting to see 
the latest James Bond film 

Zevon’s last album, The Wind (Artemis) 
has understandably picked up the best 
reviews of his career; according to Billboard 
it's vying with 1978's Excitable Boy (Asylum) 
as his best-selling disc. Covering largely 
uncharted territory for rock, the 11 songs 
find Zevon facing mortality with poignancy 
and power chords. As usual, his wise-guy 
streak only served to make the unguarded 
moments — like the disc’s signoff, the 
surprisingly tender “Keep Me in Your 
Heart’— that much more effective

UMass students protest 
paying more for less 


When Francisco Toro first enrolled at 
UMass Boston in the fall of 2000, the 
state’s system of public higher education 
ranked as the 24th most expensive in the 
country. But over the past three years — as 
the budget crunch has tightened in 
Massachusetts — he’s seen his tuition and 
fees soar from $4681 to $6227 per year 
Now, UMass Boston is set to become the 
fourth-costliest public university in the 
nation — and counting. 

Students returning to the UMass Boston 
campus last week discovered that the 
university had hiked its fees by $500 for the 
fall semester. And fees are slated to rise 
once again by an additional $750 next 
January, thus bringing the tuition to $7000. 
The latest increases are part of the school 
administration's pian to bridge a fiscal-year- 
2004 budget shortfall of as much as $13.8 
million. Toro, a 32-year-old junior studying 
computer science, has this to say about the 


unpopular hikes: “Every semester students 
get hit with more and more fees. We want it 
to stop.” 

On Tuesday, Toro and some 60 of his 
colleagues at the Casa Latina, a Latino 
student group, joined dozens of fellow 
students, faculty, and staff for a noon rally 
in front of the Wheatley Building to protest 
the ever-escalating costs at UMass 
Boston. Protesters are angry about being 
forced to pay more for an education that, 
they argue, has diminished in quality since 
the start of the state's fiscal crisis. Class 
sizes have grown, they say, extracurricular 
programs have disappeared, and 
experienced, older professors are 
succumbing to the lure of early retirement 
In other words, students are having to pay 
more for less. 

Although Toro acknowledges that “the 
school is broke,” he and his fellow students 
want the UMass trustees to consider the

Tuesday's protest is the first in a series 
of actions that Casa Latina members plan 
for upcoming weeks. The group is currently 
collecting signatures to a letter calling for 
an end to fee hikes, which will be sent to 
UMass Boston chancellor Jo Ann Gora, as 
well as to Governor Mitt Romney and state 
legislators. Of course, that’s if Toro can 
survive the existing cost increases 
Although he works three jobs and receives 
financial aid, he says he still has a tough 
time paying for his UMass Boston 
education. 

As he puts it, “These fee hikes are 
pricing us out of the university. We're losing 
students left and right.”

I'm sort of surprised that you dismiss the work of Freud as 
mere quackery in your recent column about B.F. Skinner. No 
doubt Freud's theories and the therapeutic effectiveness of ps 
choanalysis remain controversial. But accusing the father of psy- 
choanalysis and one of the greatest thinkers of the 20th century 
of quackery is simply “Freud-bashing” and serves no purpose

I never accused Freud of mere quackery. On the contrary, | 
think most fair-minded folk nowadays would agree that Freud 
elevated quackery to a whole new level. Freud has always had 
his detractors, but the public didn’t hear much about them 
until the Masson controversy of the early 1980s. Jeffrey Mas 
son was a trained analyst and researcher who briefly 


served 
ily served 


projects director for the Freud archive. Making use of previ 
ously unavailable documents, he argued in the 1984 book The 
Assault on Truth that a fundamental tenet of psychoanalysis 
the repression of infantile sexuality, was based on a lie. Freud 
initially believed that adult neurosis was a manifestation of 
sexual abuse in early childhood but later rejected this “seduc 
tion theory” as implausible. Instead he proposed his now 
familiar ideas about Oedipal fantasy, which located most early 
sexual escapades in the patient's imagination. Masson called 
that a cop-out, claiming Freud had been right the first time but 
lacked the guts to confront the reality (and ubiquity) of sexual 
abuse. Either by coincidence or as an outgrowth of this notion, 
the years following publication of Masson's book saw a vogue 
for “recovered-memory therapy,” in which practitioners elicit 
ed horrifying “recollections” of incest, rape, and satanic ritual 
abuse from their patients 

In 1993 Frederick Crews, a professor emeritus at the Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley, entered the fray. In a series of 
scathing articles, he argued that Freud and Masson were both 
full of it. Freud’s patients, Crews said, seldom reported sexual 
abuse spontaneously. Instead the therapist used a combination 
of suggestion and browbeating to plant ideas in their heads 
that would fit his preconceived views. Modern reports of ritual 
sexual abuse, etc., were the result of a similar process and like- 
wise bogus; suggestible souls were just telling therapists what 
they wanted to hear. The articles caused an uproar — you can 
read all about it in two books, The Memory Wars: Freud’s 
Legacy in Dispute (1995) and Unauthorized Freud: Doubters 
Confront a Legend (1998) 

Sexual abuse isn’t the central issue, though. The anti-Freud 
argument boils down to this: Freudian practice is pseudo 
science because it fails an essential test of true science — that 
is, it does not produce propositions that, in principle, can be 
shown to be false. Here it seems to me that Crews and his allies 
are on unassailable ground. One finds in Freud’s work only a 
charade of the scientific method. Having cooked up some ar- 
cane notion through introspection, he would proceed to “con 
firm” it in sessions with patients. A key procedure in analysis 
was (and remains) free association, in which the analysand 
says whatever pops into his or her head in response to a stimu 
lus. On hearing about a patient’s dream, for example, Freud 
would ignore the dream’s manifest content and instead ask the 
patient to free-associate in order to recover its latent (i.e., real) 
import. From the blather that followed Freud would pluck a 
few key words or images that in his opinion revealed the 
dream’s true meaning, which in turn would shed light on the 
roots of the patient’s neurosis. The analysand might resist or 
deny the interpretation, but this merely showed the strength of 
his or her mechanisms of repression. Freud would bear down 
and eventually the analysand would cave. Bingo: confirmation 
of Freud’s hunch (and by extension his theory). There’s a bit 
more to the process than that, but on the whole Freud’s critics 
have persuaded me that it’s not much more. 

Although it’s easy to dismiss Oedipal complexes and so on 
as nonsense (many modern Freudians, it should be said, do 
exactly that), one doesn’t want to deny the existence of un- 
conscious mental processes. No doubt we'll learn more about 
such hidden mechanisms someday, but my guess is they won’t 
bear much resemblance to the baroque structure envisioned 
by Freud. ae

He 
majored in political science at Boston College 
and has been involved in Somerville politics as a 
campaign contributor and informal adviser to 
candidates for about two decades. It also stems 
from genuine, personal anguish over the way 
Kelly Gay has administered recent budget cuts 
All of LaFuente’s three children attend St. Ann 
School in Somerville. One of his children has a 
disability that requires speech therapy. When 
Kelly Gay made her cuts to the school budget, 
she suspended city payouts to private schools 
that funded special-needs services to Somerville 
students, LaFuente charges. Payments were 
eventually restored, but LaFuente says that serv- 
ices to his child were so badly interrupted that he 
and his wife decided to pay for therapy out of 
their own pocket. Of course, that’s not an option 
every parent has. “That [Kelly Gay] is not able 
to at least protect the most vulnerable people in 
our city, it speaks volumes,” he says 

It would likely speak even louder if LaFuente 
knocked off Curtatone in the preliminary elec- 
tion. That could spell the end of Curtatone’s 
mayoral ambitions, if not his career as an alder 
man. And Kelly Gay, once touted as a rising star 
in the state Democratic Party after her surpris- 
ingly strong statewide race for lieutenant gover- 
nor in 1998 (she lost to Warren Tolman, but won 
46.5 percent of the vote), might find herself in 
the race of her life against the scrappy 
LaFuente. His campaign signs dot the city from 
Teele Square to Cross Street. And he’s hitting up 
the seniors for their votes. Last Thursday night, 
he and his campaign served dinner to about 30 
of the 80 residents of the Weston Manor, a home 
for seniors in West Somerville.

Running start

HE AT-LARGE race for Boston City 
Council has been low on drama in recent 
years. After cresting in the early 1990s, 
the number of candidates dropped 
sharply as the decade ended: nine 
ran in 1997, 10 in 1999, anda 
mere seven in 2001. This year, 
though, things are different. In ad- 
dition to the four incumbents hop-

Furthermore, White has to manage the po- 
tentially volatile combination of family connec- 
tions and electoral politics.

In case Boston newcomers mis- 
take Kevin White for an overly sup- 
portive bystander, the photo comes with 
a sentence referring to her grandfathers’ 
and great-grandfather’s accomplishments and 
Kevin White’s 16 years as mayor. 

White's willingness to play up her family 
roots was also evident at last week’s photo op at 
a construction site on the Boston waterfront, 
which was covered by the Boston Herald and

With that lineage, it’s natural to wonder where 
Patricia White’s political career will take her 

For now, though, such conjecture is prema- 
ture. White, who’s currently campaigning for 
an at-large seat on the Boston City Council, 
has never held elected office. In her only try to 
date, a 1998 bid for Governor’s Council, she 
finished a disappointing fourth out of 10 can- 
didates. This could change soon: on Septem- 
ber 23, Boston voters will winnow the field of 
at-large candidates from 14 to eight — and if 
White’s among the top vote-getters, she’ll have 
undeniable momentum heading into the No- 
vember 4 final election. 

There are a few obvious obstacles in her 
path, however. All four incumbents — council 
president Flaherty, Stephen Murphy, Arroyo, 
and Maura Hennigan — are seeking to keep 
their at-large seats. No one expects Flaherty, 
Murphy, or Hennigan to falter, and while 
council observers regard Arroyo as vulnerable, 
he’s fighting hard to retain his post. White 
must also contend with the buzz around 
O'Malley, a 23-year-old who worked as an 
aide to former councilor Peggy Davis-Mullen.

the Boston Globe — the kind of attention that 
can make a fledgling campaign, but that lesser- 
known candidates are unlikely to garner 
Flanked by an entourage including her parents, 
a friend, and a consultant from Regan Commu- 
nications Group — the PR agency founded by 
Kevin White’s former press secretary, George 
Regan — White walked into a makeshift eleva- 
tor and headed for a floor with an appropriately 
scenic view. When the elevator stopped, she ex- 
ited and made a beeline for Rigal St. Felix, a 
construction worker and Haitian native; pho- 
tographers then proceeded to snap shots of 
White standing next to her father standing next 
to St. Felix. After the clicking subsided, St. 
Felix — who appeared somewhat baffled — 
tried to straighten things out. “Your daddy?” he 
asked White. “This is my father,” she respund- 
ed patiently. “He was mayor of Boston for 
many, many years.” After the group returned to 
ground level, White — who worked on John 
Silber’s gubernatorial campaign as a Boston 
University undergrad in 1990, did press work 
for the Clinton-Gore campaigns in 1992 and 
1996, and served as deputy field director for

Steve Grossman’s abortive gubernatorial cam- 
paign in 2002 — sounded smooth as she chat- 
ted up the small crowd. “Thank you, thank you 
very much for having us,” she told a group of 
laborers. (After the event, White revealed that 
her father is suffering from the early stages of 
Alzheimer’s disease.) 

Despite White’s polish, the event felt as 
much like a complicated family vacation as a 
high-powered political outing, with White 
fretting about her father’s proximity to the 
building’s edge and Kathryn White, the can- 
didate’s mother, reminding her daughter and 
husband to return the hardhats they'd 
donned. But while stumping with her parents 
may pose certain challenges, White’s back- 
ground has already provided her with some 
enviable advantages. Since declaring her can- 
didacy in May at an event hosted and organ- 
ized by George Regan, White has raised over 
$80,000. In August alone, she raised 
$54,013, more than Flaherty, Murphy, Ar- 
royo, or Hennigan. (White ended August with 
$46,481 in her campaign account — almost 
as much as Murphy, and about $20,000 more 
than Arroyo. Hennigan’s final August num- 
bers haven’t yet been reported; O’ Malley, 
meanwhile, had raised just under $14,000 
and had only $3300 in his account at the end 
of last month. See “In the Bank,” page.20.) 

White’s amassed this war chest, in part, 
through support from pols like John Nucci, 
clerk magistrate of the Suffolk County Superi- 
or Court and a former at-large councilor. 
Nucci’s become a big Patricia White fan over 
the past few months, but admits he might 
never have gotten to know her if she had a dif- 
ferent father. “I have not been close to Patricia, 
but I do respect and admire her dad, and since 
I’ve met Patricia I’ve been very impressed with 
her,” Nucci says. “I think I’m like a lot of peo- 
ple that offered assistance, however small, be- 
cause of my relationship with her dad and his 
supporters. I think that’s real — it would be 
silly to deny that her surname and the respect 
her father brings has given her a jump-start.” 

Assistance for White has even come from 


descendants of her fa- 
ther’s old foes. In 1975, 
former state senator Joe 
Timilty challenged 
Kevin White in a bitter 
mayoral campaign. 
(Timilty lost.) By 1999, 
when Patricia White 
backed an unsuccessful 
council run by Timilty’s 
son Greg, the acrimony 
between their fathers 
had been forgotten; this 
year, Greg Timilty is re- 
turning the favor. “It 
may seem kind of 
strange on the face of it 
— at that time we were 
like the Hatfields and 
McCoys,” Greg Timilty 
concedes. “But it’s a 
different generation. 
It’s water under the 
bridge at this point.” 

How significant these 
assets will be on Sep- 
tember 23 — and on 
November 4, if White 
survives that long — de- 
pends on whom you 
ask. “I do think it would 
be a completely different 
race if her name was Pa- 
tricia Smith,” says for- 
mer councilor and may- 
oral candidate Davis- 
Mullen, adding, “We know that there are many 
individuals [who] owe their jobs and their ca- 
reers to Kevin White. People don’t forget that, 
and they’re going to help her money-wise.” 

Others say it’s a mistake to fixate on 
White’s name. “The reason Patricia was so 
successful organizing on my behalf, and one 
of the main reasons I was able to attract so 
many delegates cutting across racial, ethnic, 
religious, cultural, and geographic lines in 
Boston, had an awful lot to do with her ability 
to help me develop relationships,” says Gross- 
man, a former Massachusetts Democratic 

arty and Democratic National Committee 
chair who’s currently helping White 
fundraise, and who emphasizes that he’s 
backing White on her own merits and doesn’t 
know Kevin White well at all. “Patricia is ex- 
actly the kind of person people want to be as- 
sociated with — she’s extraordinarily detail- 
oriented, and when she promises she'll do 
something, she gets it done.... She’s always 
in motion, doing something and engaged with 
people, and she’s got that engaging manner 
and sense of humor. She’s also a very good 
listener, a quality not plentiful in political life.” 

As she discusses her political inclinations, 
White stakes out a position likely to appeal to 
the city’s independent voters and conservative 
Democrats. “I would say I was a moderate,” 
she says. “But it’s not just about where I am 
on a sliding scale; it’s about where I am as 
compared to my opponents. | am more mod- 
erate than someone like Felix Arroyo, and I am 
more liberal than Steve Murphy. That’s why I 
put myself in the middle ground. ... I think 
that’s where Councilor Flaherty would see 
himself, although | don’t want to put words in 
his mouth.” 

The agenda White describes certainly 
sounds moderate. For example, she cites 
Boston’s inflated rental and real-estate prices 
as a major concern, and argues that an ever-in- 
creasing number of families are finding the city 
unaffordable. But while her critique has pop-

It took John Geoghan’s murder to get 
people to take notice of another prison 
death that took place a whole month earlier

raises serious questions about how the DOC 
treats those in its care. In many ways, her story 
seems more disturbing than Geoghan’s be- 
cause, without the heightened interest in DOC 
policies brought about by his murder, very few 
people cared to find out what had happened to 
Kelly-Jo.

system. On June 26, 
around noon, Kelly-Jo 
and a male companion 
were driving in Lynn when their vehicle 
“swerved onto a lawn, over the curb, struck a 
fence, and then struck the tree,” according to 
a report issued by the Lynn Police Depart- 
ment. When officers arrived on the scene, they 
spotted two people fleeing. One of them was 
Kelly-Jo, who, according to the police report, 
admitted that she had been driving the car, 
‘but got scared after the accident.” She was 


arrested and charged with two criminal offens- 


es — “leaving the scene of property damage,” 


and “unlicensed operation of a motor vehicle.” 


On June 27, Kelly-Jo was scheduled to ap- 
pear in Lynn District Court for arraignment 
on the two motor-vehicle charges. She didn’t 
show, according to court records, and a war- 





rant was issued for her arrest. Nearly a month 
later, on July 20, Lynn police arrested Kelly- 
Jo at her mother’s home. The next day, Kelly- 
Jo’s mother showed up at court to pick up her 
daughter. But by the time her mother arrived, 
Kelly-Jo had already appeared before First 
Justice Joseph Dever. According to court 
records, the judge arraigned Kelly-Jo on the 
charges pending against her, and continued 
the proceedings until August 25. Though the 
records show that Dever released Kelly-Jo on 
“PR,” or personal recognizance, he also called 
for a “special mitt” — or mittimus, a writ of 
commitment — to take Kelly-Jo into custody 
and transport her to Salem District Court, 
where there were two warrants for her arrest 
on charges of “possession of a hypodermic 
and “unlicensed operation of a motor 
vehicle.” Yet Kelly-Jo never made it to Salem 
Court. Instead, she spent hours in a holding 








cell at the Lynn courthouse; eventually, she 
was sent to MCI-Framingham. By then, some 
10 hours later, she was deep in the throes of 


heroin withdrawal. She was placed in the fa- 


ner 





cility’s health-services unit to undergo detox; 
after a prison doctor signed off on her health, 
she was to be transported to the Salem Court. 
But 36 hours after entering the maximum 
security prison, Kelly-Jo was dead. 

Kelly-Jo’s sudden death has left her mother, 
Michele Griffen, distraught — and confused. 
During a recent interview at her aunt’s home, 
the Lynn resident, 45, sits on her knees, rocking 
back and forth, flipping through photographs of 
her eldest daughter — at age two, hugging a 
stuffed animal; at three, getting a haircut; at 
five, going to school. Throughout the modest 
apartment are posters that read FOR OUR ANGEL 
KELLY-JO and BIG SIS —- EVERYDAY I MISS YOU. 
Michele Griffen wears one of the T-shirts the 
family has made bearing a photo of her smiling 
daughter. As she remembers moments from her 
child’s life, her eyes well up with tears, her voice 
cracks. She says, “I still cannot deal with the 
fact that my Kelly-Jo is gone.” 





it is wrenching to listen to Griffen recount 
her last moments with her daughter — that 
July morning when Lynn officers arrested her 
on the outstanding traffic warrant. She and 
her daughter had just packed the car for a trip 
to the beach when two officers approached. 
They produced a warrant for Kelly-Jo, who, as 


her mother recalls, pleaded with the cops to let 
her go. “She said, ‘Please, I’ll clear up the 
matter,’” recalls Griffen, who says her child 
“was freaking out” because she’d planned to 
enroll in a drug-detoxification-and-rehabilita- 
tion program the next morning 

By nightfall, when Kelly-Jo still hadn’t re 
turned home from Lynn police headquarters 
Griffen became deeply concerned about het 
ll-being. She knew Kelly-Jc 
would, at this point, be “dope sick.” Her

daughter hadn't had any heroin in 24 hours; if 





she'd been at home she would have taken some 
of the drug to manage the physical symptoms 
of withdrawal — the violent shakes, the sear 
ing body aches, the overwhelming nausea 
Needing to do something, anything, to help 
her child, on the night of July 20 Griffen 
brought Kelly-Jo a care package and left it at 
the Lynn station: jeans, a sweatshirt, socks, 
and a McDonald’s cheeseburger. 

The next day, Griffen went to Lynn Court to 
get Kelly-Jo. When she realized that her daugh- 
ter had been taken into custody for the Salem 
warrants, she.went to Salem Court to fetch her. 
By 5:30 that afternoon, she was finally told that 
her daughter had been sent to MCI-Framing- 
ham for the evening, and that Kelly-Jo would 
be brought back to Salem Court the following 
morning. One Lynn court officer even relayed a 
message from Kelly-Jo to Michele Griffen: 
“She said to me, ‘Mommy, take care of my 
kids. Please be in court tomorrow.’” 

Meanwhile, over the course of the next 36 
hours, Griffen called the women’s prison and 
spoke with several guards, whom she warned 
about her daughter’s condition. “I told them 
that Kelly-Jo was detoxing by default,” she says 
Not only that, but she explained that Kelly-Jo 
had a history of kidney infection and high blood 
pressure. She urged the guards to send Kelly-Jo 
to a hospital. On Tuesday, after checking up on 
her daughter once again, Griffen says she was 
reassured that the prison’s medical staff would 
“take good care” of Kelly-Jo 


Y THE TIME Kelly-Jo had been trans- 

ported to MCI-Framingham on July 21, 
however, she was two days into cold-turkey 
withdrawal from a 20-bag-a-day heroin habit. 
Experts in heroin withdrawal say that, at this 
point, Kelly-Jo would have been deep into the 
physical symptoms of withdrawal: severe body 
aches, hot flashes, nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, 
and, possibly, convulsions. 

As Kelly-Jo was marched into the female 
prison, fellow Lynn resident and childhood 
friend Kristen Bell, 22, who had also been sent 
to MCI-Framingham to await a court appear- 
ance on motor-vehicle charges, spotted Kelly- 
Jo. She still can’t forget how Kelly-Jo looked, 
Bell says: “really bad,” with a pale and sunken 
face. While walking to the prison’s admissions 
desk, Bell says, “Kelly-Jo was throwing up 
She couldn’t keep her bowels in. Liquid was 


- coming out-of her any way it could.” Kelly-Jo, 


Bell adds, asked a guard if she could “please 
go to a hospital.” But the guard replied, ac- 
“This is the other side of the 
dope game. Get used to it.” 

Eventually, Kelly-Jo was placed in the health- 
services unit. Bell and other sources familiar 
with the unit at MCI-Framingham describe it as 
a closed ward, where guards monitor prisoners 
around the clock and inmates are confined to 
their cells. It consists of several rooms for pris- 
oners, like Kelly-Jo, who are detoxing from al- 
cohol or drugs. Bell, who suffers from epilepsy, 
was housed in the unit just three cells away 
from Kelly-Jo. On Monday night, as guards es- 
corted Bell to her cell, she peered into her 
friend’s room, where four other inmates were 
detoxing. “She was this shadow laying on the 
bed in a ball,” recalls Bell. One of the nurses, 
whose name Bell doesn’t remember, offered up 
her own assessment of Kelly-Jo: “The nurse 
told me, ‘Your friend is a pain in the ass.’” 

On Tuesday, July 22, Bell passed her 
friend’s room while returning a food tray. She 
saw vomit splattered on the floor. Kelly-Jo was 
hunched over. Pieces of puke were stuck in 
her hair. “I said, ‘What's up, kid?’” she re- 
calls. Kelly-Jo just stared at her. Later, Bell 
heard a nurse yelling at Kelly-Jo, who'd evi- 
dently thrown up again. “The nurse said to 
her, ‘Look what you did. Now, you’re not get- 
ting any more medication.’” 

Throughout the day, Bell says, she heard 
Kelly-Jo moaning for help. “Everybody could 
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hear her,” she says. Kelly-Jo cried for her 
mother. She cried for Bell. “She was yelling, 
‘Somebody, I need an ambulance.’” On Tues- 
day night, Bell fell asleep — only to be awak- 
ened by a noise from Kelly-Jo’s room. “It was 
a loud smack, like somebody hitting the floor,” 
which is cement tile. When Bell woke up on 
Wednesday, July 23, one of the inmates (Bell 
asked that that she remain anonymous be- 
cause she is still incarcerated) told Bell some 
horrifying news. “She said, “Your friend flat- 
lined in the middle of the night.’” As soon as 
the door to her cell was opened, Bell ran down 
the aisle. Her friend was gone 

Since July 23, the Griffen family has re- 
ceived phone calls and letters from Framing- 
ham prisoners — all unsolicited — that cor- 
roborate Bell’s account of Kelly-Jo’s final 
hours. In letters to the family, as well as to 
prisoner-rights advocates, about a half dozen 
Framingham inmates report that Kelly-Jo’s 
pleas for help went unanswered by prison offi- 
cials. In a July 28 letter, a copy of which was 
obtained by the Phoenix, one prisoner writes 
that Kelly-Jo “begged to be taken to a hospi- 
tal,” and that “after ignoring her pleas, inmates 
informed the staff that Kelly had turned pur- 
ple.” According to the letter, “inmates reported 
that officers on duty were cruel to Kelly, telling 
her to ‘toughen up’ and that she shouldn’t have 
used drugs to begin with.” Similarly, in a July 
29 letter, another prisoner writes that women 
in the health-services unit “said (I heard them 
say) that she had been asking for help all night 
long.” The letter states that guards “gave her a 
bucket and mop to clean up after herself, and 
had the attitude, “Well, what do you expect? 
That’s what drugs do.’” When guards fetched 
Kelly-Jo for her court appearance the next 
morning, according to the letter, “she vomited 
and collapsed, with no heartbeat.” 

To this day, strangers are still seeking out 
the family to tell them what they know about 
Kelly-Jo’s death. Two weeks ago, a man called 
Scovil, Kelly-Jo’s great-aunt, to relay a mes- 
sage from a female friend who happened to be 
housed in the health-services unit at MCI- 
Framingham last July. In an interview with the 
Phoenix, the man, a Medford resident named 
Larry, explains that his girlfriend, whose name 
he asked the Phoenix not to publish, had been 
sent to the women’s prison while awaiting a 
hearing on drug-related charges. His girl- 
friend, Larry says, was also detoxing from 
heroin. On July 23, he says, “My girl called me 
all upset” over Kelly-Jo. He adds, “She said 
she could hear the young lady screaming all 
night. She was banging on the wall, scream- 
ing, ‘Take me to the hospital.’ But the guards 
kept telling her to shut up.” The next morning, 
as Larry puts it, “she dropped dead.” (Efforts 
by the Phoenix to reach his girlfriend, who is 
“on the run” after fleeing a court-ordered 
drug program in August, were not successful.) 

The account is eerily similar to Bell's, as well 
as to those provided by prisoners in letters to 
the family. Bell also says that several prisoners 
saw Kelly-Jo fall out of bed in the predawn 
hours of July 23, which would explain the noise 
that jolted Bell awake. “The girls told me,” she 
says, that Kelly-Jo had endured a head wound, 
to which guards applied “liquid stitches,” and 
then tossed her back on the bed. As far as Bell 
can tell, that’s the extent of the medical care 
Kelly-Jo received while in the unit. “They let 
her lay there and die for days,” she charges. 
“There's no other way to explain it.” 

DOC spokesman Justin Latini refused to 
address the allegations of prison neglect. “I’m 
not going to comment on what the family is 
alleging,” he says. He maintains that medical 
personnel treated Kelly-Jo “the whole time” 
she was in DOC custody, and then offers, “It 
wasn't like she was in a cell on the other side 
of the prison or in a wing left all alone.” 

Many of the questions surrounding Kelly- 
Jo’s death hinge on her medical records. To 
date, however, the only public document of 
her death is a July 29 death certificate that 
confirms she died on July 23 in Framingham. 
It does not specify whether Kelly-Jo perished 
inside the prison or at Metrowest Medical 
Center, where she was rushed by ambulance 
on the morning of July 23. Nor does it specify 
a cause of death. Edith Platt, of the state’s 
Chief Medical Examiner’s Office, which is- 

sued the certificate, explains that the cause of 
death in the Griffen case is “still pending fur- 
ther investigation.” The agency’s William 





Zane, who performed the autopsy on Kelly- 
Jo’s body, declined to comment for this article. 
Photographs of Kelly-Jo’s body taken by 
her family at the Lynn funeral home lend cre- 
dence to Bell and other prisoners’ claims that 

Kelly-Jo had thrashed about and even fallen 
out of her bed. The photos, which were 
shown to the Phoenix, reveal a bruised face 
and head gash. Her long hair looks matted 
and sticky. Explains Kelly-Jo’s uncle, Jeff 
Lake, who took the pictures, “The first thing | 
said when I saw her was, “That's not Kelly- 
Jo.’ She was unrecognizable.” 

The photos, as well as the prisoners’ ac- 
counts, have convinced Lake and his family 
that “something seriously went wrong” in the 
health-services unit at MC1-Framingham last 
July. It’s true that heroin withdrawal can be 
brutal. Typically, the second and third days 
when Kelly-Jo was languishing in jail — are 
characterized by bone-and-joint aches, fever, 
and nausea. But not even heavy users, like 
Kelly-Jo, die from heroin withdrawal. And 
simple dope sickness doesn’t quite explain the 
bruised and battered shape of Kelly-Jo’s body. 








ness and Kelly-Jo’s other health problems, 
which would complicate heroin withdrawal. Or 
did they simply regard her as a junkie and for- 
get about her? Reaction to Kelly-Jo’s case on a 
DOC prison-guard Web site indicates that it 
might have been the latter. One guard, who 
goes by the tag line “Nobody to blame but her- 
self,” offered up this observation: “Low lifes 
die like this every day.” 

“There are a lot of questions,” concedes 
Howard Friedman, a Boston civil-rights attor 
ney who represents the Griffen family and is 
investigating the circumstances of Kelly-Jo’s 
death. Friedman still cannot quite fathom even 
the basic facts of the case. Like how Kelly-Jo 
wound up at MCI-Framingham in the first 
place. She seems to have had no business 
being detained there; after all, she hadn't been 
convicted of a crime. Rather, she was awaiting 
arraignment on two default warrants in Salem 
Court. Says Friedman, “This woman did not 
belong in a state prison.” 

The DOC’s Latini contends that “de- 
tainees,” such as Kelly-Jo, who are held pend- 
ing a court arraignment, often find themselves

Michael Adams, Kelly-Jo’s stepfather, who 
identified her body at the hospital morgue, 
sums up the sentiment: “It’s hard to believe 
there was anything accidental about Kelly-Jo’s 
death.” He then wonders, “If she was so sick, 
why was she allowed to get so bad?” 

And then, there are the questions about 
where she actually died. The day Kelly-Jo per- 
ished, her mother received a phone call from 
Ed Foley, the acting superintendent at MCI- 
Framingham. Foley, Michele Griffen says, told 
her and other family members that Kelly-Jo 
“fell and hit her head” while walking to the 
prison’s van, and that she’d been sent by ambu- 
lance to the nearby Metrowest Medical Center 
“I went off on him,” Griffen admits, because 
she had begged prison officials to send her 
daughter to a hospital to begin with. Yet Foley 
cut off her tirade with this: “He said, ‘It doesn’t 
matter because she’s dead,’” Griffen recalls. 

Within hours, the family received official 
word from the DOC. In a July 23 telegram, the 
department confirmed, as it states, “our con- 
versation of July 23, 2003 regarding your 
daughter Kelly Griffen being transferred to 
Metrowest Medical Center from MCI-Fram- 
ingham and being pronounced dead at 
8:35 a.m.” It was signed — “with our deepest 
sympathy” — by Foley 

Latini refused to allow the Phoenix to inter- 
view Foley, who’s served as MCI-Framingham 
superintendent since April. He simply confirms 
that Kelly-Jo was undergoing detox treatment 
at the prison and that medical personnel had 
cleared her for transport to Salem Court on 
July 23. Soon afterward, she suffered what La- 
tini calls “a medical emergency.” Staff re- 
sponded by administering CPR. An ambulance 
was summoned. An hour later, she was pro- 
nounced dead at the hospital. When askec 
where she was when she fell critically ill, Latini 
replies, “She was still inside the facility, near 
the unit. That’s the best I can give you.” 

Interestingly, this contradicts what Latini 
told the Lynn Daily Item just weeks earlier. In 
an August 23 article, he’s quoted as saying that 

Kelly-Jo “was being escorted to a van for 
transport when the ‘condition’ struck.” When 
the Phoenix pointed out the discrepancy, Latini 
responded: “I never would have said that.” 
Kelly-Jo, he claims, hadn’t been anywhere near 
the location where inmates are processed to 
leave. He reiterates: “It was somewhere inside. 
I don’t know where. But she was inside the 
prison and medical staff were present.” 

It’s just one more inconsistency among 
many surrounding the July 23 prison death. 
The most significant, of course, are the numer- 
ous accounts from behind the wall that contra- 
dict the DOC’s assertion that it provided 
Kelly-Jo with 24-hour care. 

So, what really happened? 


T THIS POINT, we can only speculate. 
We can only wonder if prison officials 
were unable to distinguish between dope sick- 


at the maximum-security prison because 
Massachusetts lacks the range of facilities for 
women that it has for men. Female county 
prisoners and detainees are held in Hampden, 
Bristol, and Suffolk Counties, he says — but 
not Essex County, where Salem Court is lo 
cated. Adds Latini, “We're a catch-all for 
counties that don’t have female housing.” 

Friedman, however, takes issue with this ar- 
gument. He points to the May 22 deposition of 
former MCI-Framingham superintendent Bar- 
bara Guarino, which he conducted in an ongo- 
ing civil-rights lawsuit. The suit involves a 
woman sent to the Framingham facility 
overnight while awaiting a court appearance on 
a warrant. The woman is suing Guarino and 
other prison personnel for violating her civil 
rights as a detainee — whom the courts have 
recognized have more rights than convicted 
criminals. In the deposition, Guarino testified 
that the DOC “commissioner had made a deci- 
sion we needed to stop” housing detainees after 
the lawsuit was filed, in May 2000. If that’s the 
case, Friedman asks, why was Kelly-Jo at 
Framingham? As he observes, “Most 
people would think if you wanted 4 
to go from Lynn to Salem, you 
would not have to go by 
way of Framingham.” 

The question is 
important, 
since, it seems 
fair to say, Kelly- 
Jo might still be 
alive if she had 
never landed in state 
prison. In any event, 
one thing is certain: an- 
swers are needed. The

@ So long, HOB 


After the Sensational Golden Kings 
sing at the 10 a.m. and noon gospel 
brunches at Harvard Square’s House 
of Blues this Sunday, September 14, 
the 11-year-old club’s doors will close 
for good. It was announced last week 
that the national chain has sold its 
Cambridge location to New York City- 
based restaurant Brother Jimmy’s, 
which plans to operate a family eatery 
at the 96 Winthrop Street address. 
Although the local House of Biues 
was the first in the corporation's 
string of venués, it is also the 
smallest, with a capacity of less than 
200. The chain’s seven other clubs 
can all accommodate 1000 or more 
patrons. That made talent buying a 
complex issue for the Cambridge 
room; as the chain grew and moved 
away from its blues roots, the Harvard 
Square club could not afford to book 
the same national rock and pop 
artists who played the other HOB rooms. 


That's one reason the original House continued to showcase many blues artists 
until 2002. The other was booking agent Teo Leyasmeyer, a veteran blues pianist 
and a respected member of the national blues business community — which 
expressed its dismay when he was dismissed from his position earlier this year, after 
a decade during which his support of blues artists won him the Blues Foundation’s 
Keeping the Blues Alive award and a place on its board of directors. After 
Leyasmeyer’s firing, the club increased its bookings of rock and jam bands; recently 


it even hosted a “speed dating” night. 


Many of the local HOB employees were blindsided by the sale, though rumors of 
the corporation’s interest in divesting the Cambridge property had begun to circulate 
two years ago. Recent changes in the menu and the booking policy were seen as 
efforts to increase profit margins in a location jimited by its size. According to Lisa 
Bellamore, publicist for the Cambridge House of Biues, employees were informed of 
the sale at a meeting on August 29. They have been offered transfers to other 
locations — the two closest are Chicago and Myrtle Beach — or severance packages. 

The Los Angeles-based chain's VP of marketing, Jack Gannon, toid me that the 
House of Blues has plans to establish another Boston-area location, and that a 
committee has already been organized to find another property “more in line with the 
size of the other clubs in LA, New Orleans, or Chicago.” That may prove a difficult 
task, with property values at an all-time high in the Boston metropolitan area’s urban 
center. In addition, one local promoter who requested anonymity offered the opinion 
that “Clear Channel [the national concert-promotion corporation] would never let 
them open a place that large right in the heart of this key market.” 

Gannon said that there’s no deadline for opening another local House of Blues; he 
added, “We’re very secure that we’ll be able to find a new property in the Boston 


area.”

tephen Pelinski is sitting with his hands folded 

across his stomach in a room upstairs at the Loeb 
Drama Center. He appears to be relishing a fleeting 
moment of calm, a break in

since mid July. He’s preparing

t's easy to assume such a regimen would be innate to 
an actor whose résumé includes 40 roles in 15 years as a 
company member at Minneapolis’s Guthrie Theater 
Pelinski has starred there in works ranging from A 
Midsummer Night's Dream to Marat/Sade and A Doil’s 
House. He has also gained a thorough working knowledge 
of Chekhov through lead roles in Three Sisters, The 
Seagull, and The Cherry Orchard. But none of it prepared 
him for the concentration of his work with Ginkas. Of 
course, he might have seen it coming, given that he 
discovered more about Chekhov in the single hour he 
spent with Ginkas at the audition last May than he had 
over the course of his experience with Russian drama. 

“To work with a Russian director on Chekhov — it 
doesn’t get much better. Unfortunately, [after the 
audition] | had to go back to Minneapolis. | had a week 
left of performances of Three Sisters, and it was awful 
because | had learned so much in that hour with him 
and it was too late to use anything | gathered. Working 
with Kama has been an epiphany of sorts for me. I've 
never worked with a director so attuned to the nuances 
of his actors. He's just intuitive.” 

Many of Ginkas’s productions, which have been 
staged throughout Russia and Europe, are his own 
adaptations of prose literature, not straight scripts. This 
often translates into unconventional narratives that pose 
an exceptional challenge for an actor, especially when 
the work is drawn from a writer like Chekhov, whose 
stories are spun around subtle human complexities. The 
rehearsal time frame for this ART production is almost 
twice as long as what’s typical at an American regional 
theater; yet it’s half of what Ginkas is used to when 
staging shows in Russia. Pelinski experienced the time 
factor first-hand: he spent 21 hours with Ginkas over a 
period of four days working on a single half-hour 
monologue. 

“Most plays one sees are well-made plays with a 
certain arc: exposition, inciting incidents, then a 
dénouement,” he explains. “What makes Kama’s work 
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here his arms go whirling about. “You have one scene 
where the audience is laughing, and in a beat they can 
taste the ashes in their mouth. I’ve never been in a 
production where the arc moves with such violent 
opposition. As an audience going through it, | can’t 
imagine an emotion that you don’t experience in the 
course of the play.”

A tribute to the late Howard Armstrong 


lub Passim’s first annual “Living Legends” benefit, 

honoring string musician Howard Armstrong, seems at 
first glance like a grand event. Bluesman Guy Davis and 
jug-band leader Jim Kweskin will be among the 
performers. Leah Mahan’s doc ey Sweet Old Song 
which chronicles the 22-year romance between Howard 
and his wife, the artist Barbara Ward Armstrong, will be 
screened.

He died in late July, at < 
behind a legacy of music 
began in the 1920s 

Armstrong had already agreed 
the guest of honor at the t when 
his heart failed — so now the “Living 
Legends” appellation is sadly ironic. 

Perhaps somewhere he’s having a cosmic 
chuckle at the organizers’ expense. “He 
was an extremely giving person and 
funny as hell,” Barbara Ward Armstrong 
says. “He was extremely humorous. He 
was even fun to fight with.” 

Greg Sarni, who heads the non-profit Blues Trust and 
stages the free Boston Blues Festival at the Hatch Shelli 
each September, recalls that when he made a reference to 
Armstrong’s age as he called the veteran musician to the 
stage to accept a Lifetime Achievement Award in 1998, 
“Howard hit a step and pretended he was going to fall, and 
when | went to catch him, he straightened up and shot me 
a wink.” 

Indeed, anyone who saw Armstrong perform “John 
Henry” or any of the classic American blues, jazz, and folk 
songs that were his repertoire could see the twinkle in his 
eyes as he introduced those numbers or took a playful solo 
on violin or mandolin. Although he was not as rewarded or 
recognized for his achievements as he deserved, “there

Highlights in an Italian meal with no lowlights

s demonstrated by Great Bay, the 

Radius team seems to excel in 

second restaurants, where there is 
more focus.

It’s 


enough to make me wonder whether 


Radius itself has transcended my initial 


mixed impression. Certainly there is very 
little mixed to report about Via Matta 
It’s expensive and worth it for appetizers 
and desserts, moderately priced and im- 
pressive for smallish pasta plates and en- 
trées. 

Actually, the pour of oil with the 
breadbasket is a little disappointing. It’s 
deep green, like some of the best olive 
oil, but has very little flavor. The bread 
itself, Iggy-style French bread cut from 
large loaves full of holes, is chewy and 
delicious. There is a sprig of fresh thyme 
tucked into each napkin, so add some of 
that to the oil. 

The grandest of the real appetizers is 
the chilled-shellfish-and-citrus salad 
($17). It’s really a raw bar of succulent 
seafood without shells or actual fruit, 
just a citric dressing that approximates 
ceviche without actually changing the 
texture of shaved octopus, squid, lob- 
ster, clams, and scallops, interleaved 
with some parsley and a few fine strips 
of red jalapeno pepper. I was also im- 
pressed with the crispy polenta with lob 
ster ($17), three meltingly ric 
monds of cornmeal mush, crisp at the 
edges, with about a third of the meat of

More typically Italian is the antipasto 
di magro ($10), an all-vegetarian platter 
with a couple of surprises: no roast pep 
pers, batons of something chewy like 
salsify, and interestingly sweet shredded 
onions. The grilled squash and eggplant 
are more predictable, but excellent, 
are the tiny black olives, sautéed broccoli 
rabe, and grilled asparagus. | wasn’t 
knocked out by the button mushrooms, 
but at least they weren’t over-marinated

tion of finely sliced squid rings, sautéed 
in a tomato sauce, with garlic toast 
made of that excellent bread. | think this 
dish might work better cold, but it cer 
tainly is good eating hot 

Likewise, the local-heirloom-tomato 
and-herb salad ($14) is fully up to speed 
with shavings of fresh mozzarella, fresh 
basil, and cilantro, on perfect tomatoes 
including some Cherokee black, green 
zebra, and superb cherry tomatoes in 
several colors. 

-asta courses are small enough for a 
middle course, but also make very de- 
cent entrées. The “chitarra with 
Nonna’s lobster and shrimp ragu” ($23) 
has a thick, lovely tomato sauce with 
nuggets of seafood. Unlike the chef, 
Nonna probably cooked the seafood in 
the sauce, to the detriment of the lobster 
and the advantage of the sauce. But the 
maccheroni alla chitarra (a chitarra is a 
contraption of wire strings used to cut

sheets of pasta into square spaghetti) 
would earn her smile of approval, tooth- 
some and enticing as only fresh pasta 
can be. Maltagliati ($18), which means 
“badly cut,” is here badly cut into sheets, 
which pair well with the guinea hen (a 
kind of darker dark meat) and 
chanterelle mushrooms. Again the pasta 
is very “bitey” in a way that is hard to do 
with even the best factory pasta. 

Conventional entrées aren’t enormous 
either, which will suit most diners. Hun- 
gry folks can add (or perhaps divide) a 
pasta course, or order one of the “con- 
torni,” or steak-house-like side dishes; 
the grilled asparagus ($8) is excellent, 
with just a bit of browning and plenty of 
concentrated vegetable flavor. Grilled 
swordfish ($28) is very good, though 
not medium rare as promised. A decent 
swordfish steak sits on some giant white 
beans and cherry tomatoes, providing 
alternate bursts of starch and vegetable 
heaven. Pollo al mattone (“chicken 
under a brick,” $22) seems to get 

sautéed under the brick, with a nice salty 
crust over tender breast meat, and some 
chard for contrast 

The wine list is all-Italian, which used 
to be good news for red-wine drinkers 
and trouble for white-wine drinkers. But 
Via Matta has gathered a fair represen- 
tation of the crisper whites coming from 
Italy these days, which use California 
technology and more northern varieties. 
Our table, however, worked through the 
red wines by the glass. Interestingly, the 
cheapest red listed, a 2001 Michele 
Chiarlo Barbera d'Asti ($7), was best 
with this food, with plenty of berry-like 
fruit and flavor. The most expensive, a 
fully aged 1993 Marchese di Barolo 
($16), had more structure, but not a lot 
of flavor or bouquet. It may have been 
handicapped by a larger pour in raiher 
small glasses — larger glasses come to 
the table when you order by the bottle. A 
montepulciano from Umani Ronchi 
($8) fell between the previous two in 
style, and a Maculan merlot ($10) was 
as soft and rich as the barbera, but not 
so lively. 

One has that strange choice of waters 
at the beginning of the meal. Boston tap 
water tastes fine to me, but San 
Benedetto frizzante ($5.25) is pretty 
good, with an intriguing hint of spritz. 
With desserts, a decaf espresso ($3.75) 
was very short and bitter, probably the 
best approach to decaf espresso. Wild- 


mint tea ($3.75) was served in a one- 
piece open pot, but brewed well. 
Desserts were a real highlight in a 
meal that had no lowlights. The knock- 
out was the trio of three traditional 
semifreddi ($9), pots of chilled mousse 
flavored with sesame, white chocolate

and espresso. The sesame makes a mar- 
velous mousse, very rich and subtle, 
hard to pin down. The kitchen gets 
something of the same effect from sun 
flower-seed gelato with orange-scented 
olive-oil cake ($9). This is a heavy cake 
possibly farina, and sort of soaked in 
what seems like orange-flower honey, 
with a sour-creamy filling for relief. It’s 
the kind of dessert you deserve for being 
good and not having both a pasta course 
and an entrée. If you haven’t been so 
good, you can probably fit in some 
panna cotta ($9), here not too jelly-like, 
although layered with preserved peaches 
in a parfait glass. Or you could have the 
chocolate terrine ($10), which is less 
like mousse and more like biscotti or 
candy than most restaurants’ idea of

Service at Via Matta is quite good 
even when it’s full — and this is a popu- 
lar and successful restaurant.

Although it’s true that there’s no shortage of pizza joints in Somerville, few match the 
personality of Top Speed Pizzeria, tucked in a corner storefront on Beacon Street. Its 
sign bears a logo of a speeding, flaming pizza, and that same icon has been spotted 
around town, atop a fly early-’90s Cadillac that delivers pizza as expected from a 
place so named: hot, fresh, and on time to the Cambridge/Somerville area.

the character is a vivid sign of the absence of 
restraint that characterizes the film’s corrupt 
dreamworld. 

Both sprawling and meditative, Otto Pre- 
minger’s forgotten The Cardinal (1963; at 
the Harvard Film Archive September 20 at 
7 p.m. and September 26 at 7 p.m.) spans 
two continents and 22 years (1917 to 1939) 
in its account of the rise of a Boston priest 
(Tom Tryon, whose repressed performance 
gradually makes more sense). Schneider ap- 
pears, disappears, then reappears during the 
film’s episodic narrative, playing a Viennese 
woman who has a brief and unconsummated 
fling with the hero during a leave of absence 
from the priesthood. She gives a great per- 
formance (Louis Skorecki, writing in the 
aris daily Libération earlier this month, 
called it her best role) and is central to two 
of its outstanding sequences: a ball scene in 
which the Panavision camera makes the 
hero’s alienation achingly visible, until she 
reprieves him by asking him to dance; and a 
prison confession with which the film mov- 
ingly brings the curtain down on the pre-war 
past. 

That Luchino Visconti’s Ludwig (1972) 
has had a checkered career can be appreciat- 
ed from the circumstance that the Schneider 
series will show it in two different forms: an 
Italian-language version (at the Boston Pub- 
lic Library, in two parts, the first on Septem- 
ber 22 at 6 p.m. and the second on Septem- 
ber 29 at 6 p.m.) and a recut English-lan- 
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guage version (at the Harvard Film Archive, 
in one part, September 14 at 7 p.m. and 
September 19 at 9 p.m.). In any language, 
most viewers have rejected Visconti’s por- 
trait of the ill-fated King Ludwig II of 
Bavaria (a remote and petulant Helmut 
Berger) as opulent boredom or high camp, 
or both. But the film has a marvelous soft- 
ness and beauty; under Armando Nannuzzi’s 
lighting, everything gleams, and the lushness 
is perfectly controlled, supporting Visconti’s 
chilling vision of the decline of a romantic 
zsthete. 

Early in Ludwig, Schneider's Empress 
Elisabeth advises the hero: “Sovereigns like 
us are immaterial. We're just figureheads. 
They'll soon forget us, unless they give us a 
little consequence by assassinating us.” 
Nothing like this could have come from the 
mouth of this woman as Schneider played 
her 17 years earlier in the idyllic Sissi (1955; 
at the Harvard Film Archive, September 19 
at 7 p.m. and September 21 at 9 p.m.). 
Filmed in old-postcard hues in an Agfacolor 
already obsolete in 1955, Sissi is an overlit 
storybook in which contourless caricatures 
roam too-large sets made out of white 
chocolate. Galaxies away from Visconti’s 
suppleness, Ernst Marischka’s stodgy mise- 
en-scéne devotes itself to an uncomplicated 
exposition of the myth of an irrepressible 
child of the woods raised suddenly to em- 
pire. Although she can’t transcend the level 
of symbolic abstraction where the film is 
pitched, Schneider manages to be not cloy- 
ing, partly through the judicious display of 
underarm hair during Sissi’s Danube pro- 
cessional (compare Schneider’s moustache 
in The Trial). 

Fleeing both the Sissi persona and a Ger- 
man film industry that had little better to 
offer her, Schneider became an internation- 
al star, though no exception to the rule that 
since World War II no actress from conti- 
nental Europe has become a top-rank star 
in the United States (Sophia Loren came 
closest). Neither did she find any place in 
the insurgent art cinema of the ’60s, for 
which she may have felt an antipathy: she

Revealing Sautet as a di 
rector of great skill, Les choses sets the tone 
for his work throughout the *70s: in film 
after film, he documents the pleasures of 
French bourgeois life in scenes of friends 
and families getting together and in narra- 
tives that celebrate the durability of ties 
among members of small but diverse social 
groups. His male characters, played by such 
icons as Piccoli and Yves Montand, are lik- 
able despite being narcissistic and in flight 
from an emotional reality to which their 
women (usually Schneider) keep trying to 
recall them.

After peaking with his brilliant Lone Star, in 
1996, John Sayles has been turning out policy 
reports rather than motion pictures, well- 
rounded liberal looks at some of the significant 
issues of the day.

John Kenney, who with Rick Knief made this 
September 11 documentary, moved from 
Boston to New York after college to work in 
advertising. The rest of his family, blue-collar 
Irish, remained in Massa- 
chusetts, including his 
older brother, Tom, who 
followed in the Kenney 
tradition of becoming a 
fireman. September 11 brought these brothers 
together, since Tom and others from a 
Boston-based Urban Search & Rescue Team 
(FEMA) sped to Manhattan to help locate 
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bodies in the rubble. This was Tom Kenney’s 
first time in New York, and Looking for My 
Brother is mostly an on-camera interview in 
which he describes his grueling days at 
Ground Zero.

“We'd certainly have been happier if 
we'd found someone alive,” he says. 

Tom Kenney is a serious, decent man with a 
vivid eye for details, and his September 11 re 
membrances are well told.

IF A DEAD-ON LOU REED IMPER- 
SONATION from an Oregon band seemed 
strange in 1995, then the sudden emer- 
gence of a Bay Area trio who had the look 
and sound of the Jesus and Mary Chain in 
2001 was just plain bizarre. Black Rebel 
Motorcycle Club (B.R.M.C.) came out of 
nowhere with their homonymous Virgin 
debut, an attitude-heavy collection of 
white-noise-powered guitars, fuzztone 
bass, echoey backbeats, and dark, druggy 
lyrics. On “Whatever Happened to My 
Rock ’N’ Roll (Punk Song),” they asked 
and answered their own question. After the 
demise of the J&M Chain, there wasn’t 
anyone out there making that kind of beau- 
tiful noise out of what B.R.M.C. referred to 
as “that simple chord” until B.R.M.C. came 
along and did it themselves. Never mind 
that the J&M Chain never enjoyed much 
commercial success in the US, or that there

The band’s new Take Them On, on Your 
Own (Virgin) picks up where their debut 
left off, with bass buzzing, guitars churn- 
ing on the verge of feedback, and a 
straightforward backbeat powering dark 
toned, psychedelic punk anthems that owe 
less to the J&M Chain. There’s a stronger 
taste of the Stooges in both the vocals and 
the howling guitars of the nihilistic “Six 
Barrel Shotgun.” And the success of “Punk 
Song” in England has apparently inspired 
B.R.M.C. to follow up with a number of 
similarly-styled hard-hitting tracks. But it 
would be hard to point to any trend in the 
underground or elsewhere that would ac 
count for a J&M Chain—styled band’s pop- 
ping up on the West Coast 

If B.R.M.C. took the whole of the Reid 
Brothers’ catalogue as a jumping-off point, 
the Danish duo the Raveonettes seem to 
have focused on one specific moment in the 
J&M Chain’s career — the point at which 
Mazzy Star’s Hope Sandoval jumped on 
board for a torchy duet with Jim Reid. Gui- 
tarist Sune Rose Wagner and bassist Sharin 
Foo also sing harmonies together. 

But there’s a whole lot of shtick in the 
Raveonettes’ brand of retro rock. They 
record all their songs in the key of B-flat 
minor. They also apply the same echo 
rich, distortion-drenched wall-of-sound 
production that the J&M Chain pioneered 
on Psychocandy to the same brand of 
three-chord rock-and-roll songwriting. 
And that’s where comparisons with 
B.R.M.C. start to break down. Because the 
Raveonettes’ zsthetic also has its roots in 
the same b-movie cheese as does the 
Cramps’ — as the title of their US debut 
full-length, Chain Gang of Love (Colum- 
bia), suggests. In that sense, they’re as 
much out there on their own as the Dandy 
Warhols and Black Rebel Motorcycle Club,

Ode to interplay

azz history is often written around the 

achievements of individuals, instrumen- 

talists mostly, with the occasional com- 
poser or bandleader thrown in for good meas- 
ure. It’s not that there’s nothing to this idea — 
call it the Ken Burns Theory. The ways in 
which Pops and Bird and Trane vaulted over 
the stylistic conventions of their periods are 
the best evidence for Romantic notions of in- 
dividual genius this side of Van Gogh. 

But jazz is also about response. It’s a poor 
understanding of improvisation that fails to 
recognize what even the most brilliant soloists 
draw from their sidemen, and vice versa. And 
there are other kinds of response in play as 
well: to a loved or loathed popular song, to the 
music’s history, to the culture at large. The 
three discs below demonstrate the range of 
ways in which veteran players can draw cre- 
ative energy from one or another kind of chal- 
lenging encounter 

Evan Parker’s liner notes to from saxophone

Lewis also appears on Steve 
Lacy’s new The Beat Suite (Sun- 
nyside/ Universal), alongside the 
soprano-saxophonist’s most fre- 
quent associates: vocalist (and 
spouse) Irene Aebi, double- 
bassist Jean-Jacques Avenal, and 
drummer John Betsch. But the 
dominant conversation here is 
between the players and the 
leader’s settings of texts by 10 
Beat-associated writers, some 
celebrated (Burroughs, Gins- 
berg, Kerouac), some obscure 
(Lew Welch, Bob Kaufman). 
Some choices are contentious: 
Bay Area poet Jack Spicer, who’s 
represented by the tart “Agenda” 
(“Whatever you do/Be a free 
fucking agent”), always took issue with the 
era’s free-spiritedness. 

The source material falls at the raw end of 
the poetic spectrum, but the ensemble’s treat- 
ment of it is well cooked. Lacy’s exacting 
matches between text and tune are closer to 
art song than hipster jazz-and-poetry clichés, 
and Aebi’s arch delivery is as far from conven- 
tional expressiveness as a singer can get. It’s

The phrase “anything goes” doesn’t really 
apply to Boston. Sure, you're more than 
welcome to wear what you want, but you 
might get noticed — or looked, leered, or 
laughed at. Boston can be a little cold and 
sometimes standoffish. We're a city quick to 
judge. Perhaps it’s because Boston’s a col- 
lege town, and the culture of competition 
and selectivity extends be- 
yond admissions offices 


and permeates the city’s 


streets and scenes. Perhaps it’s lingering Pu- 
ritan ideals. Perhaps it’s the awareness — 
the sometimes self-conscious hyperaware- 
ness — that we’re a world-class city with a 
reputation to uphold. 

Regardless of the reasons, Boston’s char- 
acter makes digging your heels into a neigh- 
borhood — finding a few blocks where you 
feel at home — all the-more important. A 
stomping ground. A nest. A niche. Sure, 
Boston’s got fabulous museums, top-tier uni- 
versities, rich history, a potent local music 
scene, a great ballpark, and international 
eateries. Indeed, it’s a city of brain (Cam- 
bridge is the Silicon Valley of the biotech in- 
dustry) and brawn (major muscle goes into 
the Big Dig). But its neighborhoods make 
the city what it is and give Boston its vitality 
It’s a sense of neighborhood that allows you 
to feel part of a place when the city writ large 
feels a little too discriminating. 

And when looking for a place to call 
home, the most immediately discriminating 
(or welcoming) aspect is the price tag. That 
price tag varies across the city. Boston ain’t 
cheap, but some areas are less prohibitive 
than others. 

Gentrification follows a familiar path. Stu- 
dents and artists move into an affordable 
neighborhood. The place gets a reputation for 
being cheap, as well as diverse, hip, and hap- 
pening. More people want in. Restaurants 
open. Bars appear. Rents get raised. Yuppies 
come. Starbucks comes. Rents get raised 

some more. The artists and students and 

everyone else who lived there before find 
they can’t afford it, move to the next cheap 
region, and the cycle continues.

Below you'll find some neighborhoods in 
Boston that haven’t yet become through-the- 
roof expensive.

In her memoir The 
Chelsea Whistle, Michelle 
Tea writes, “It’s cracked 
pavement and trashy 
curbs, plastic playgrounds 
stained with spray paint, 
and mean kids on every 
corner, wanting to kick 
your ass — that was 
Chelsea.” 

Emphasis on was. 

For a long time, Chelsea 
teetered toward crime, drugs, and violence. It 
had an unsavory reputation for political 
cronyism, environmental violations, and eco- 
nomically unsound properties. Corruption 
saturated every stratum of society. Slowly but 
surely, though, Chelsea has been shedding its 
unpalatable past, and today it’s begun to blos- 
som. The Tobin Bridge, visible from most 
points here, used to serve as a symbolic sepa- 
ration, a barrier dividing 
Chelsea from Boston, a steel 
reminder of what wasn’t 
possible. As Tea 
writes, it was “a town 
five minutes away from 
Boston that might as well 


have been five hours, five days.” But now the 
Tobin Bridge serves its actual purpose, con- 
necting Chelsea with Boston, uniting one 
with the other. And further 
more, it provides a quick 
commute between the two. 
According to Michael Al- 
bano, vice-president of 
Boston Real Estate Group 
and a Chelsea resident, there 
are only 10 cities and towns

in Massachusetts where the 
average cost for a single-fam- 
ily home is less than 
$350,000. Chelsea is among 
them. Drive around Chelsea 
now, and you'll see scaffold- 
ing on storefronts, apart- 
ments being renovated 
Things are being repaired 
spruced up, enhanced. The 
Admirals Hill development, a 
cluster of condos edging the 
waterfront, is a rehabbed 
Navy yard, redeveloped after a fire in the 
70s. The community, with its brick buildings 
and neat balcony flower beds, has a retire- 
ment-home feel. 

On Spencer and Webster Avenues, on 
the other hand, there are about 100 new 
lofts, a signal, according to Albano, of the 
demographic that Chelsea’s starting to at- 
tract. Brick townhouses line Beacon and 
Tremont Streets, and you'd be hard 
pressed to distinguish the difference be- 
tween these streets and 
those of Beacon Hill — 

until you see 
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their price tags. Condos in Chelsea, says 
Albano, run about $200 per square foot, 
with lofts costing between $225,000 and 
$325,000. Two-bedroom apartments rent 
for between $1250 and $1500 a month, 
and one bedrooms run anywhere from 
$700 to $1000. 

A sweeping variety of restaurants, bars, 
cafés, and stores line Broadway, Chelsea’s 
main drag.

It would seem the only thing that 
doesn’t change about Dorchester is that it’s 
always changing. 

This mercurial melting pot comes as a 
refreshing change from Boston’s sometimes 
pristine predictability. When your peregri- 
nations around the Boston area pjvot on 
hubs like Harvard Square, Back Bay, and 
Brookline, it’s easy to forget that the place 
is made up of more than over-privileged 





college kids, overworked hospital employ- 
ees, and overpaid suits. It’s good to be re- 
minded otherwise, and Dorchester is unpre- 
dictable, with new waves of people coming 
in all the time. Most recently, those waves 
have included Jamaican, Haitian, and Viet- 
namese populations, but who’s to say who'll 
come next? 

It’s been whispered for a while now that 
Dorchester’s the next South End, and the 
voices are getting louder. According to Ted 
Bolton, a real-estate agent at Century 21 
Dorchester Associates, rent for a one- 
bedroom apartment runs between $750 and 
$1100 a month, and two bedrooms go for 
between $1100 and $1400. He says there 
are quite a few condos available for under 
$200,000. “Dorchester is ripe for develop- 
ment,” notes Albano, who watches as South 
End trends and styles extend toward places 
like Jones Hill. In Fields Corner, you'll find 
signs of the same. Despite its traditional 
lrish-pub name, the Blarney Stone bar is 
the picture of hip, with dark lighting, high 
stools, a red-felt pool table, and a patio 
fenced off from bustling Dorchester Avenue 
by trimmed shrubs

Of these three up-and-coming neighbor- 
hoods, Teele Square comes closest to already 
up-and-come, but that in no way detracts 
from its low-key neighborhood feel, its casu- 
al community, and its relaxed atmosphere. 
According to Albano, Somerville on the 
whole is still on the rise. “Somerville’s really 
changing,” he says. “Cambridge is five to 10 
years ahead of Somerville in terms of pric- 
ing, but Somerville is catching up fast.” In 
Teele Square, Albano estimates that one bed- 
rooms run between $800 and $1250 per 
month, two bedrooms between $1500 and 
$2000, and condos between $300 and $350 
per square foot. Tufts University students 
and professors populate the square, as do a 
twentysomething crowd and people priced 
out of wildly popular Davis Square. 

In the last 10 years, Davis has garnered 
loads of attention and a reputation for being 
a corner of cool, a hipster haven with its 
smattering of bars, ethnic restaurants, cof- 
fee shops, galleries, and bookstores. Only a 
10-minute walk up Holland Street, Teele 
couldn’t help but bask in some of Davis’s 
limelight. Close enough for a beer at the 
Sligo or dinner at Diva, and far enough 
away to avoid the rising rents, Teele was 
Davis's unassuming neighbor, it’s lesser- 
known sibling. For a while, it would’ve been

And more developers are swooping in 
and scooping up properties all the time, says 
Albano. “It means that you’re going to find a 
lot of apartments in mint condition, really 
buffed-out places,” he adds. Albano also cites 
East Somerville, by Sullivan Station, as an 
area to keep your eye on. 

In addition, Teele Square plays host to a 
handful of corner convenience stores, a cou- 
ple of Chinese take-out spots, and a place that 
sells welcome mats adorned with elephants 
and Oakland A's insignia for only a buck or 
two.

Nureyev’s Don Q, plus the Kirov and the Dance Collective 





ith the folding of Dance Umbrella, the 


only major dance player in town is 
Boston Ballet, and it’s going through a 

transition period. Valerie Wilder and Mikko 
Nissinen have now settled in as executive direc- 
tor and artistic director, and last year’s bill 
which included John Cranko’s Onegin, Freder- 
ick Ashton’s La Fille Mal Gardée, a George Bal- 
anchine program, and Rudi van Dantzig’s 
Romeo and Juliet — was well-chosen and well- 
performed. But a number of deservedly well-re- 
garded dancers — Paul Thrussell, Simon Ball, 
April Ball, Tara Hench, and Karla Kovatch 
among them — have left; Jennifer Gelfand will 
be leaving after Don Quixote next month; and 
Viktor Plotnikov has been ac- 
corded “Senior Artist” status 
So in 2003-2004, the company 
will be depending on many new 
faces — including incoming principals Roman 
Rykine, Lorna Feijoo, and Rolando Sarabia 
to maintain its status as one of America’s best 
ballet companies 

Adding to the challenge is Boston Ballet’s 
straitened financial situation, the result of a 
struggling economy and years of 
company overextension. This fall 
will see a new performance format 
in which a week of Don Quixote 
(October 16 through 19) will be

t is the stuff of art-world legend how 

early in the 1960s, hot New York art deal- 

er Leo Castelli (thanks to his right-hand 
man, dedicated talent searcher Ivan Karp) 
noticed a funny coincidence as he looked at 
what was coming out of young artists’ stu- 
dios. At least two of the most interesting 





artists around during what was still seen as 
the heyday of Abstract Expressionism were 
devilishly cribbing imagery from comic 
books — young Roy Lichtenstein and Andy 
Warhol were both busy painting lowbrow 
figures from popular culture like Donald 
Duck and Mickey Mouse.

Joe Henry 
distinguished himself as a songwriter and pro- 
ducer with his work on Don’t Give Up on Me 
(Anti-), the critically acclaimed Grammy-win- 
ning comeback album by soul great Solomon 
Burke. Henry’s own album on Anti-, Tiny

Following in 
Dylan’s footsteps, he’s already placed a song 
from his follow-up — Hello Starling (also 
Signature), which came out earlier this week 
— on Joan Baez’s upcoming CD (see 
below). Ritter celebrates Hello Starling with 
a show this Friday (September 12) at the 
Paradise (617-562-8800). 

On Old Futures Gone (Red House), which 
is due September 23, John Gorka — now a 
45-year-old father of two young children — 
peppers his songs with soulful keyboards, 
upbeat, guitar-driven melodies colored by 
harmonies provided by Lucy Kaplansky and 
Alice Peacock, and references to his kids 
(“Do you make them crazy or do they start 
that way?”).

Kris Delmhorst has been a steady presence 
on the Boston folk scene since the mid ’90s, 
selling 25,000 copies of her two self-released 
CDs and touring the US and Europe with 
Dar Williams, Chris Smither, Catie Curtis, 
and Mary Gauthier. Produced by Morphine’s 
Billy Conway, Songs for a Hurricane (Signa- 
ture Sounds) features a baker’s dozen of 
rootsy, organic, turbulent new songs that will 
appeal equally to the Patty Larkin and the 
Ani DiFranco crowds, and it’s likely to pro- 
pel her into the front ranks of the contempo- 
rary singer-songwriter crew.
